Hr.  Chaiman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  prosont  to  you  ny  Annual  Report  on  the  hoalth  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  for  tho  year  1943. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  79  living  a  birth  rato,  por  1,000  of  tho 
population,  of  16.2,  as  contrasted  with  a  figure  of  18.3  for  tho  previous 
year.  Tho  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  97,  giving  a  '’oath 
rate  of  19.9  as  compared  with  16.3  in  1942.  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age. 

The  number  of  eases  of  infectious  disoaso  notified  during  the  year 
ranainod  low,  tho  only  noteworthy  incroaso  was  in  the  caso  of  whooping  cough  - 
45  cases  -  as  compared  with  10  cases  in  1942.  A  mild  opidonic  of  influonza 
occurred  in  December  and  declined  in  January  1944.  Thoro  were  no  deaths  duo 
to  infectious  disease. 

Pine  now  eases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  four  now  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  woro  ratified  during  tho  year.  Thoro  was  one  death 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

TiTorh  under  tho  scheme  for  immunisation  of  -  children  against  diphtheria  was 
carried  out  as  in  previous  years.  As  the  result  of  the  national  and  local 
advertisin'  campaign  parents  arc  more  readily  bringing  their  childron  to  bo 
immunised  j  prejudice  against  inoculation  is  rarely  mot  with  now  that  parents 
realise  that  tho  procoduro  causes  little,  if  any,  discomfort  to  tho  child. 

Tho  pcrconta'p  of  tho  child  population  under  5  years  of  ago  considered 
immunised  rose  from  45. 1%  in  1942  to  80.6?o,  whilst  in  tho  5  to  15  years  group 
tho  porconta,,o  rose  from  67. 7‘d  to  75^.  The  excellent  results  achieved  during 
the  year  have  in  great  part  boon  due  to  the  efforts  of  tho  County  Health 
Visitor  in  urging,  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  as  soon  as  they 
reach  the  ago  of  one  yoar. 

Tho  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  wator  from  tho  Corfo  Castle 
Source  emphasizes  tho  need  for  tho  additional  troatmont  of  this  water,  vrhich 
tho  Council  intond  to  provide  as  soon  as  possible.  It  has  boon  roconnondod 
that  this  source  should  ultimately  bo  abandoned  and  a  more  satisfactory  source 
of  supply  found.  It  is  hoped  that  the  plans  for  this  purpose,  which  tho 
Council  arc  now  considering,  will  bo  approvod  by  tho  Ministry  of  Health  and 
that  the  scheme  will  materialize  shortly  after  the  end  of  tho  war. 

Althcu  h  housing  problans  in  Swanago  are  not  so  acute  as  in  othor  parts 
of  the  c .''.untry,  housing  conditions  arc  such  that  they  cann.ot  bo  viewed  with 
complacency#  Thoro  are  many  houses  lacking  in  tho  ordinary  anonitios , roquiro 
for  a  minimum  standard  of  comfort  and  health.  Many  houses  have  deteriorated 
during  the  war  years  anr1.  there  are  now  houses  occupied  which  by  peace  time 
standards  would  bo  considered  only  fit  for  demolition.  There  is  a  demand  for 
better  houses  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  large  list  of  applicants  for 
oounLil  houses.  This  demand  will  increase  when  tho-  war  is  over  as  many  of 
the  younger  poop  lb -who  havo  deferred  making  a  homo  will  want  to  settlo  in 
homes  of  their  own.
